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Protecting vulnerable 
Manitobans from abuse

The provincial government 
announced yesterday a new reg¬ 
istry and tougher legislation 
would help protect Manitobans 
with intellectual disabilities. 

The adult abuse registry, the 
first of its kind in Canada, will 
include the names of those who 
reportedly abuse or neglect vul¬ 
nerable Manitobans, allowing 
employers to screen out abusers. 

“There are about, on average, 
180 allegations every year about 
abuse and neglect directed 
against Manitobans with intel¬ 
lectual disabilities... this registry 
will be another layer of protec¬ 
tion for vulnerable Manitobans,” 
said Gord Mackintosh, minister 
of family services and consumer 
affairs. 

The president of Community 
Living Manitoba, Val Surbey, told 
media since some vulnerable 
members of society have trouble 
communicating when they are 
abused, the registry is another 
way to help protect those who 
can’t protect themselves. 

Alongside the registry, new 
legislation makes abusing or 
neglecting Manitobans with an 
intellectual disability an offence. 

It will also be an offence not to 
take reasonable steps to protect 
Manitobans with intellectual dis¬ 
abilities and that all Manitobans 
have a duty to report abuse. 


“People with 
disabilities have the 
right to live free from 
abuse and neglect and 
it’s our responsibility 
to ensure our most 
vulnerable citizens are 
safe and can 
participate in their 
communities without 
fear.”

This legislation also includes 
harsher punishments, increasing 
maximum fines from $2,000 per 
person to $50,000 and an 
increase of maximum jail time 
from six months to two years. 

“This is a really important tool 
and this is really important leg¬ 
islation,” said Dr. Carl Stephens, 
director of St. Amant Centre. 

“Employers are going to see 
this legislation does have teeth 
and it does help them prevent 
problems.” 

The registry is expected to be 
up and running by spring of 
2012.

Flood-weary can 
only wait, worry

With their tidy rural home 
on a berm now girded in 
parts by sandbags, Penny 
Wilson is — like many in 
her area — locked in a wor¬ 
risome holding pattern of 
wait and see. 

Less than a kilometre 
from her family’s home in 
Southport, Man., on a road 
curiously named Hoop and 
Holler Bend, provincial 
crews and heavy machines 
toil. 

Along that road, provin¬ 
cial flood fighters prepare 
to cut a hole in a dike that’s 
holding back the swollen 
Assiniboine River. 

The move will intention¬ 
ally swamp about 150 
homes over a 250-square- 
lcilometre area. 

It’s a drastic measure 
that will help save many 
more hundreds, the 
province believes. 

But just how it will all 
work remains a mystery to 
many, including Wilson. 

The mechanics of it 
“mystifies” her and many 
others in the area, she said. 

“We’re talking hundreds 
of thousands of litres of wa¬ 
ter here,” Wilson said. 

“I don’t know how they 
plan on controlling it or 
how well that’s going to 
work.” 

Flood officials haven’t 
told how much water area 
residents should expect, 
and officials gave just a

day’s notice of the dike-cut- 
ting plan, she said. 

Wilson said she’s wor¬ 
ried most about area farm¬ 
ers and greenhouses. 

“They may lose eveiy- 
thing,” she said. “They’ll 
lose the ability to make a 
living for themselves for 
maybe two or three years.” 

Gavin Miller, a farmer 
near Oakville east of South- 
port, said if the intentional 
flooding gets really bad, 
he’ll be unable to plant a 
crop this year. 

“It’s getting late enough 
now just with the regular 
rains,” he said. 

“You throw the water 
floating across the top ... 
(and) you’re just wasting 
money going to the field.”

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Winnipeg won’t become like Brandon: City 


A report prepared for the 
city yesterday says it’s in lit¬ 
tle danger of dealing with 
the level of flooding cur¬ 
rently being seen in Bran¬ 
don, despite the highest 
volumes of water seen on 
the Assiniboine River in 


300 years. 

The report, done by a 
flood protection engineer 
with the city’s Water and 
Waste Department, states 
the city is currently evaluat¬ 
ing the situation and has 
delivered “a small number 


of sandbags (Tuesday) to a 
couple of properties that re¬ 
quire protection on the 
north side of the Assini¬ 
boine River in St. James. 
Their dikes are now in 
place.” 

The report also states the 


city is keeping an eye on 
Charleswood to make sure 
their land drainage systems 
are not overwhelmed. 

People with dikes in 
place along the Assiniboine 
River currently are being 
told to leave them in place. 


In addition, property 
owners should be aware of 
the increased risk of base¬ 
ment flooding. • ELISHA DACEY

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Preparing for a rowdy crowd 


Local bars say they’re 
ramping up security in 
preparation for summer 
crowds. 

“In the summer, people 
are obviously a little more 
feisty,” said Republic 
nightclub owner Jack 
Moslehi. “The people who 
like to fight are less likely 
to fight when it’s 40 be¬ 
low out.” 


But, Moslehi said the 
club is one of the most 
proactive in the city when 
it comes to security. 

“We’ve got roughly 32 
cameras that capture both 
the indoors and outdoors 
(of the club) so you can’t 
do anything around the 
area and not be on film.” 

Trained staff members 
also do thorough searches 


after monitoring patrons’ 
behaviour while they wait 
to get into the club. Once 
inside, all patrons are told 
to look into a camera so 
every person in the bar is 
documented on film. 

Not all clubs need to 
amp up security, however. 
Owner for the Kingshead 
Pub said he sees less peo¬ 
ple in the summer and be¬ 


cause of the crowd the 
pub attracts, security has 
never been an issue. 

“We only have our door 
person on and we’ve been 
like that for the last 10 
years,” said Jay Khanuja. 
“We’ve never had a physi¬ 
cal person in terms of a 
bouncer in our 22-year ex¬ 
istence.”

As outcry from Winnipeg’s 
cyclist community contin¬ 
ues to surface over tickets 
received for biking on side¬ 
walks, Winnipeg Police 
Services is asking motorists 
to be more “courteous” to 
cyclists. 

“The Winnipeg Police 
Service reminds motorists 
to be cautious and share 
the roadway with cyclists,” 
said Const. Jason 
Michalyshen, WPS 

spokesperson. 

“With warmer weather 
comes an increase volume 
of bicycle traffic.” 

Michalyshen told re¬ 
porters the announcement 
was related to the recent 


tickets given to cyclists 
around the city and said 
the laws are for safety pur¬ 
poses only, adding the WPS 
is not trying to target cy¬ 
clists. 

“We have received nu¬ 
merous complaints recent¬ 
ly as we typically do this at 
this time of year with re¬ 
gards to pedestrians, bicy¬ 
cles and vehicle traffic,” 
said Michalyshen. “Like any 
complaint that we have re¬ 
ceived from the public, we 
would act on it and this is 
just another area.” 

Michalyshen said one sit¬ 
uation had involved indi¬ 
viduals who were visually 
impaired having a con¬ 
frontation with a person on 
a bicycle, but could not pro¬ 
vide specifics.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper got a bird’s-eye 
view of flood-ravaged 
southern Manitoba yester¬ 
day and held out the possi¬ 
bility of new financial aid 
for disaster-prone regions 
across the country. 

“I do think ... we have 
to take a look at more 
proactive financing 

arrangements for mitiga¬ 
tion,” Harper said after a 
helicopter tour of an area 
stretching from Portage la 
Prairie to Brandon. 

“Those are discussions 
we’ll be having in the 
months to come.” 

Harper made the an¬ 
nouncement a few metres 
from giant sandbag dikes 
that are the only thing 
keeping the Assiniboine 
River from swamping hun¬ 
dreds of homes in low- 
lying areas of Brandon.

Mystery over reports Canadian deported to Iran 


A Canadian journalist ar¬ 
rested in Syria has been 
deported to Iran, says her 
employer. 

But Al-Jazeera news net¬ 
work and 39-year-old 
Dorothy Parvaz’s family in 
British Columbia are 
anxiously awaiting any 
confirmation of her where¬ 
abouts. 

Al-Jazeera said yesterday 
Parvaz has been deported 
from Syria to Iran, where 
she also has citizenship, 
and is now being held in 
Tehran. 

The Qatar-based broad¬ 
caster added, “We are call¬ 


ing for information from 
the Iranian authorities, 
access to Dorothy, and for 
her immediate release. 

“We have had no con¬ 
tact with Dorothy since 
she left Doha on April 29 
and we are deeply con¬ 
cerned for her welfare.” 

Parvaz’s father, Fred, 
who lives in North Vancou¬ 
ver, said someone from Al- 
Jazeera contacted the 
family to tell them Syrian 
officials sent Dorothy to 
Iran but that has yet to be 
confirmed. 

“My concern is her safe¬ 
ty,” said Fred Parvaz.

“As long as she’s safe 
and she’s being treated 
with dignity, I’m OK with 
it, but I need some infor¬ 
mation ... 

“I need somebody to 
say, yes, we have Dorothy.” 

He said his daughter has 
an uncle in Tehran who 
could see her, if he’s given 
the opportunity and “if she 
indeed is in Tehran.” 

Parvaz said it has been a 
“very intense, very stress¬ 
ful” time for the family. 

Parvaz said he would 
travel to Iran if it’s con¬ 
firmed she is there.

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Deadliest 
tremors in 50 
years hit Spain 


O Spain has about 2,500 earthquakes a year, says the 
National Geographic Institute © Only a few are noticed 


Two earthquakes struck 
southeast Spain in quick 
succession yesterday, 
killing at least 10 people, 
injuring dozens and caus¬ 
ing major damage to build¬ 
ings, officials said. It was 
the highest qualce-related 
death toll in Spain in more 
than 50 years. 

The epicentre of the 
quakes — with magni¬ 
tudes of 4.4 and 5.2 — was 
close to the town of Lorca, 
and the second came 
about two hours later, an 
official with the Murcia re¬ 
gional government said. 

The Murcia regional 


government said about 
270 patients at a hospital 
were being evacuated after 
the building sustained mi¬ 
nor damage. Dozens of in¬ 
jured people were being 
treated at the scene and a 
field hospital was set up. 

The Spanish prime min¬ 
ister’s office put the death 
toll at 10 and the Murcia 
administration said the 
deaths included a minor. 

Large chunks of stone 
and brick fell from the fa¬ 
cade of a church in Lorca 
as a reporter for Spanish 
state TV was broadcasting 
live from the scene. Span- 


More than 22 
earthquakes 
struck Spain 
yesterday, but two in 
quick succession 
proved deadly. 

ish TV showed images of 
cars partially crushed by 
falling rubble and large 
cracks in buildings. 

This was the deadliest 
quake in Spain since 1956, 
when 12 people died and 
some 70 were injured in the 
southern Granada region, 
according to the National 
Geographic Institute.

Tabloid pics of Kate’s baby sis stir debate 



As Prince William and Kate 
Middleton honeymoon in a 
secluded spot, the pa¬ 
parazzi who stalk them are 
back in the spotlight. 

There’s a brewing legal 
battle over publication of 
five-year-old photographs 
of bridesmaid Pippa Mid¬ 
dleton sunbathing topless, 
and anger about gruesome 
photographs of the late 
Princess Diana in the mo¬ 
ments after her 1997 car 
crash appearing in a docu¬ 
mentary about her death. 

The publication of the 
Pippa pictures — showing 
the 27-year-old on a power¬ 
boat with older sister Kate, 
who is wearing a revealing 
bikini, along with William 
in a red and white bathing 
suit — prompted the Mid¬ 
dleton family to file a for¬ 
mal petition to Britain’s 


independent Press Com¬ 
plaints Commission. 

That complaint is seen 
as the first salvo in what is 
expected to be a conflict 
between the monarchy 
and the press as both sides 
try to establish boundaries 
in a new royal era defined 
by William and Middleton, 
now the Duke and Duchess 
of Cambridge, and their 
determination to live a 
normal life. 

The prince and his bride 
jetted off this week to a se¬ 
cret honeymoon spot that 
royal watchers believe was 
chosen specifically to keep 
them out of the lenses of 
the paparazzi. 

“That and security 
would have been of pri¬ 
mary importance,” said Joe 
Little, managing editor of 
Majesty magazine. “We’ve 


known for a long time 
William would not stand 
for any nonsense regard¬ 


ing his new wife and her 
family.” 

Many Britons — mind¬ 


ful of how Princess Diana 
was tracked by the pa¬ 
parazzi in the moments 
leading to her fatal car 
crash — want the new roy¬ 
al couple, and the rest of 
the Middleton clan, to be 
able to move about with¬ 
out facing a constant bar¬ 
rage of flashing cameras. 

“I think they should be 
left alone to be honest, af¬ 
ter what happened to Lady 
Diana,” said Marla Quinn, 
a 43-year-old receptionist 
from Surrey. 

The nation has been 
astir with news that “death 
photos” of Diana moments 
after her high-speed crash 
in a Paris tunnel will be 
shown in a new film about 
her death, Unlawful 
Killing, premiering at the 
Cannes Film Festival. 

The Middleton family’s 


complaint cites four 
British tabloids — the 
News of the World, Daily 
Mail, the Mail on Sunday 
and the Daily Mirror — for 
publishing photos that vio¬ 
lated family privacy, in¬ 
cluding those of the sisters 
and William on the luxury 
boat off the coast off the 
Mediterranean island of 
Ibiza. 

Other pictures of Pippa 
Middleton have also re¬ 
ceived wide exposure on 
the Internet and in various 
publications, including 
one of her dancing sugges¬ 
tively in a lavender bra and 
a flimsy white skirt with 
an unidentified man wear¬ 
ing boxer shorts. Sensitive 
pictures of younger broth¬ 
er James Middleton have 
also circulated on the In¬ 
ternet.

Cannibal 

suspect 

arrested 

A would-be cannibal was 


arrested and in critical 
condition after being 
wounded in a gunfire with 
police during an undercov¬ 
er operation in Slovakia, 
officials said yesterday. 

The 43-year-old suspect 


used the Internet to find a 
suicidal person who would 
agree to let him eat the 
body, police said. A Swiss 
citizen agreed but later 
changed his mind and in¬ 
formed authorities. 


An undercover officer 
pretending he was the vic¬ 
tim arrived in the eastern 
town of Kysalc to meet the 
suspect, who opened fire 
seven times, striking an 
officer who remains in 


hospital in serious condi¬ 
tion. 

Slovak authorities said 
the suspect agreed on a 
plan with the would-be 
victim to intoxicate him 
and then stab him in the 


heart with a knife in near¬ 
by woods. After that, he 
wanted to cut the body in¬ 
to pieces and gradually 
take them to his home to 
eat them.

Canadian 

exports 

surge 

Canada’s trade surplus al¬ 
most doubled in March, 
suggesting the strong 
loonie may not be as 
much of a drag on 
exports as feared. Statis¬ 
tics Canada said the value 
of exports outpaced im¬ 
ports by $627 million, up 
from a $356-million sur¬ 
plus in February. 

In volume terms, 
exports have risen 12.4 


per cent in the first three 
months of 2011, after a 
16 per cent surge in the 
final quarter of last year, 
despite the persistent 
strength in the loonie. 

“The high-flying Cana¬ 
dian dollar doesn’t 
appear to be dampening 
enthusiasm for Canadian 
exports,” said economist 
Benjamin Reitzes of BMO 
Capital Markets. “Overall, 
the rebound in 
international trade is 
veiy encouraging.” 

The trend bodes well 
for the economy and sug¬ 
gests firms are still able 
to sell to the rest of the 
world in a high-loonie

Relief at the pumps — 
is it in the cards?

Gas prices could take a 
smaller bite from drivers’ 
wallets today as volatile oil 
prices fall, but any lasting 
relief could take months to 
trickle down to the pump, 
energy analysts say. 

Industry watcher Tomor¬ 
row’s Gas Price Today pre¬ 
dicted a price drop of six 
cents a litre overnight after 
Wednesday trading saw the 
price of crude oil to tumble 
to $98.21 US a barrel. 

But short-term fluctua¬ 
tions in crude prices don’t 
tend to have an impact on 
long-term retail fuel costs, 
and it will take a more pro¬ 
longed drop to staunch the 
drain on poclcetboolcs, ana¬ 
lysts said yesterday. 

One reason pump prices 


are out of whack with 
crude oil is the effect of the 
“crack spread” — the profit 
margin made by refiners 
transforming crude into fu¬ 
el for cars. While oil prices 
are driven by the ability to 
pull crude out of the 
ground and global energy 
demand, refiners tiy to 
gauge how demand for 
their product will be affect¬ 
ed by factors such as weath¬ 
er, seasonal driving and 
refineiy capacity. Then they 
set what they will charge 
retailers based on that de¬ 
mand forecast. 

“It’s a supply and de¬ 
mand thing. As inventories 
get drawn down and play¬ 
ers need to make up their 
inventories, prices tend to

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Google threatens to wipe 
Swiss off Street View map 


Google is threatening to 
wipe photographs of 
streets and houses in 
Switzerland from its on¬ 
line maps unless the coun¬ 
try’s supreme court 
overturns a ruling requir¬ 
ing an absolute guarantee 
of anonymity for people 
captured by the popular 
Street View service. 

The ruling last month 
by the Federal Administra¬ 
tive Court in Bern ordered 
Google to obscure identify¬ 
ing features such as skin 
colour and clothing from 
people photographed in 
the vicinity of “sensitive 
establishments,” such as 
women’s shelters, prisons, 
schools, courts and hospi¬ 
tals. 

The court was respond¬ 
ing to a complaint filed by 
Switzerland’s data protec¬ 
tion commissioner, 

Hanspeter Thuer, after he 
determined that Google’s 
automatic face-blurring 
software wasn’t 100 per 
cent accurate. 

Google, which is based 
in Mountain View, Calif., 
claims the software has an 
accuracy rate of 99 per

cent. But with some 212 
million Street View images 
viewed in Switzerland 
since the launch of the 
service, the error margin 
runs in the millions. 

During a court hearing 
in February, Thuer used a 
live version of Street View 
to demonstrate examples 
where the software failed 
to obscure faces of adults 
and children in public — 
including outside the court 
— and even inside private 
homes.

When gas prices rise, us me¬ 
dia types say motorists “got a 
shock at the pumps,” which 
is silly. 

A shock would be if prices 
plummeted, or if I noticed 
the Old Spice guy in the next car. On the 
surprise meter, rising gas prices is 
between violence in the Middle East and 
Lindsay Lohan falling off the wagon. 

Gas prices rise every summer. They 
have already skyrocketed in central Cana¬ 
da, and if the rest of you think you’re im¬ 
mune I’ve got a used SUV for sale. Not only can I 
guarantee you at least one headline in your local paper 
that says, “Motorists steamed over gas prices” based on a 
scientific survey of three people filling up, but I’m pret¬ 
ty sure this year we’ll finally see the story, “Full gas tank 
to become status symbol.” 

Gas prices provoke a lot of questions from motorists 
(“Are you @*#%$*~ kidding me?”) but as a journalist who 

has covered this story every 
year for a decade, I have all 
the answers. 

Q: Why are gas prices 
so high? 

A: Gas prices rise when¬ 
ever there is a change in 
the “world situation.” 

When the world stops 
changing its situation, gas 
prices will stop rising. 

Q: Where does the 
money go? 

A: It’s important to real¬ 
ize that only a small 

percentage of the money you pay goes toward gas. A 
breakdown: 

• 33 per cent: Solar-Powered Car Company assassina¬ 
tion fund 

• 33 per cent: The middleman 

• 33 per cent: Taxes used to investigate and regulate 
gas prices 

That leaves one per cent for the oil companies, which 
is why they need government help to stay afloat. Check 
the web to see where you can donate. 

Q: What role does speculation play? 

A: It’s important. For instance, speculators might 
note that the Atlantic contains a lot of moisture, which 
could eventually form a low-pressure system that could 
strike Barack Obama with a bolt of lightning, causing 
Iran to strike in America’s moment of weakness. If spec¬ 
ulators were to imagine this scenario, they would have 
no choice but to force gas prices higher until the end of 
the imaginary war. 

Q: What are the long-term effects of price increases? 

A: Young drivers with large vehicles are looking at the 
legacy their parents have left them and coming to the 
same conclusion: No kids, ever. 

As you can see, not much can be done about gas 
prices. That might seem glib, but I’m actually bringing 
journalistic objectivity to bear: I’ve never owned a car. I 
can talk the talk because I walk the walk, whether I 
want to or not.

Although

Flooring

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Blend simple spices for 
perfect Chicken Dukka

When it comes to weelc- 
night cooking, the most 
basic of basics is the bone¬ 
less, skinless chicken 
breast. For this recipe, the 
inspiration was dukka, a 
classic Egyptian spice 
blend. We, however, used 
an easy-to-malce version 
since finding the Egyptian 
spices may be a challenge. 


Preparation: 

1 Dukka: In a mortar and 
pestle, combine and 
crush sesame seeds, 2 
ml ( 1/2 tsp) of salt, 
cumin, peppercorns and 
paprika. Set aside. 

2 Lay each chicken breast 
on cutting surface and 
slice across centre hori¬ 


zontally to create 2 thin 
halves. Sprinkle each 
one on all sides with salt 
and pepper. Set aside. 

3 In skillet over medium- 
high, melt butter. Cook 
meat 4 minutes per side. 

Spread a bit of the hum¬ 
mus over each piece of

Huge comebacks now not so rare 


The Philadelphia Flyers, 
Chicago Blackhawlcs and 
now the Detroit Red Wings 
have all breathed new life 
into NHL playoff come¬ 
backs that once seemed im¬ 
possible. 

After 35 years and 112 
consecutive series without 
a comeback from a 3-0 
deficit, the Red Wings have 
become the third team in 


the past 12 months to be in 
that position and force a 
Game 7. The deciding game 
is tonight against the San 
Jose Sharks. 

“The more comebacks 
that happen, the more 
teams believe, ‘Hey, we can 
do this and it’s possible,”’ 
said Tampa Bay Lightning 
general manager Steve Yz- 
erman. 


The Flyers shocked the 
hockey world last May 
when they knocked off the 
Boston Bruins after trailing 
the Eastern Conference 
semifinal 3-0, just the third 
comeback victory of its 
land. 

The Blackhawlcs almost 
did the same in the first 
round this year when they 
battled back from a 3-0 


deficit against the Vancou¬ 
ver Canucks, only to fall 
short in a Game 7 loss. 

Yzerman called the 
comebacks “great for our 
league” and said “competi¬ 
tive parity” is a factor for 
their sudden regularity. 

The Red Wings-Sharlcs 
series illustrates that. It has 
been tied or separated by a 
single goal for 336 out of 


376 total minutes, or 90 per 
cent of the series. 

“The games are so close,” 
Yzerman said. “Eveiy single 
game is one goal and it can 
go either way, so the teams 
that fall behind (in the se¬ 
ries), as long as they don’t 
get discouraged and don’t 
make any (unnecessary) ad¬ 
justments, there’s always 

hope.” Q MATTHEW WUEST 


Too close to call 


O Sharks hope to avoid adding 
huge collapse to list of playoff woes 


Depending on how the 
numbers are crunched, a 
compelling case can be 
made that the Detroit Red 
Wings and San Jose Sharks 
both have the edge going 
into their improbable 
Game 7. 

In a playoff season full 
of overtimes, one-goal 
games and road wins, this 
one truly is a toss-up. 

The Wings can take sol¬ 
ace in Chicago taking Pres¬ 
idents’ Trophy-winning 
Vancouver to the brink in 
the first round. But the 
Blackhawlcs fell short in 
overtime of Game 7 after 
winning three straight. 

Ah yes, overtime. 

There have been lots of 
those in this year’s playoffs 
— 20 in the first 69 games. 
Here is where you can add 
a check mark in the 
Sharks’ column. San Jose is 
5-0 in overtime in this 
post-season, including two 
wins against Detroit as it 
built what seemed to be an 
insurmountable lead.

“They’re having a good 
run,” Red Wings forward 
Henrik Zetterberg said of 
the Sharks. “Once you 
start winning a few games 
in overtime, you start be¬ 
lieving in yourself.” 

Between 1976 and 2010, 
of the 112 series in which 
a team led 3-0 none need¬ 
ed a Game 7. There have 
been 167 leads of 3-0, with 
only 1.8 per cent of teams 
blowing them. 

Only the 2004 Boston 
Red Sox have done it in 
baseball history. No NBA 
team has pulled off the 
feat.
